NIGABAQUAN CANAL BILL. 


Washington, Jan. 12. The House 


committe on interstate and 
foreign 


comerce today ordered a favorable re- 
port 
upon the Hepburn hill for the 


construction of the Nicaragua canal. 
The bill is practically the same one 
reported by this committee in the last 
Congress. There was some discussion 
about the advisability of delaying ac- 
tion ont he bill until the Isthmian canal 
commission reported, but this 
finally regarded as 
unnecessary, 


was 
and 


all the members except Mr. Fletcher of 
Minnesota, voted to report the bill 
favorably. The latter said his silence 
should not be construed as opposition 
to the easure hue mere a reservation 
of his right to support or to oppose it 
after further consideration. The com- 
mittee made some 
changes in the 


original 
bill inserting in section 3, 


authorizing the President to make 
surveys, and 
making verbal alter- 


ations.TEXT OP THE MEASURE. 


As finally agreed to the bill was as 


follows: 
To provide for the construction of 


a canal connecting the waters of the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans. 


Be it enacted, etc., that the Presi- 


dent of the United States he and is 
hereby authouzed to acquire from the 
states of Costa Rica and Nicaragua, for 
and in behalf of the United States, 
control of such portion of the territory 
now belonging to Costa Rica and Nic- 
aragua, as may be desirable and neces- 
sary on which to excavate, construct 
and defend a canal of such depth and 
capacity as will be sufficient for the 
movement of ships o£ the greatest ton- 
nage and draft now in use, from a 
point near Greytown on the Caribbean 
sea, via lake Nicaragua, to Breto, on 
the pacific ocean; and such sums as 
may be necessary to secure such con- 
trol are hereby appropriated 
out of 


any money In the treasury not other- 
wise appropriated. 


Section 2. That when the Presi- 
dent has secured full control over the 
territory in section one referred to. ho 
shall direct the secretary of war to ex- 
cavate and build a canal, waterway 
from a point on the shore of the Carib- 
bean sea, near Greytown, by way' of 
lake Nicaragua to a point near Breto 
on the Pacific ocean. Such canal shall 
be of a capacity and depth so that It 
may be used by vessels of the largest 
tonnage and greatest depth now in use 
and shall he supplied with all necessary 
locks and other appliances to meet the 
necessities of vessels passing from 
Greytown to Breto: and the secretary 
of war shall also construct such safe- 
and commodious harbors at the ter- 
mini of said canal and sch fortifica- 
tions for the defense as will he re- 
quired for safety and protection of 
said canal and harbors, 
i Section 3.—That the President shall 
cause such surveys as may be neces- 
sary for said canal and harbors and in 
the construction ot the same. 


Section 4.—That In the excavation 


of said canal the Sanuan river and 
lake Nicaragua, or such parts of each 
as mar be available, shall be used. 
Section 5.—That In any negotiations 


of any money in the treasury not 
otherwise appropi lated, lor tnc com- 
pletion of the work heicln authorized,' 
said money to be drawn 
from 
the 


treasury from time to time, as the 
same shall be needed, upon warrants 
of the President based on estimates 
made and verified by the chief engin- 
eer in charge of the work and ap- 
proved by the secretary of war. 


THE CLARK HEARING.

of Montana to his seat in the Senate. 
One of the witnebsos stated that Sena- 
tor Myers produced a leitji from C. W. 
Clark, son of the senator, telling him 
(Myers) that he 1'atl forwarded $300 aa 
a retainer for him as attorney in con- 
nection with the local interests of tho 
Clarks. A dentist named Ector. also 
displa>cd letters fioni Senator Clark, 
himself, loferiing to Mr W. M. IJick- 
ford as a representf tivc of his and say- 
ing that while (Ctai k) Knew nothing of 
Ector s claims for services, his policy 
was to remunerate all that served him. 
j Probably the mot,t important witness 
of the clay nas H. H Garr, a member 
of the legislature, who had voted for 
Mr. Clark for the Senate, lie is one of 
fihe men Jfi whote name money was 
turned over to the state. Mr. Garr said 
that while this money, $3000 in $luuu 
bills, had been shown to.him by 
Mi. 


Whitebide, and he ha 1 marked the en- 
velope containing it, Mr. Whitebide had 
not said anything to him about voting 
for Mr. Clarlt 
I The witness =ald that Diukford 
had 


promised to pay him foi his suivitjs,

STEAMER'S NAME YET UNKNOWN 


MANY DEAD BODIES VISIBLE TOSS 


ING ON HEAVY 3TJR?. 


Storm Has Made 't Impossible to Reach 


too Wreck, Which Has Gone to 


Pieces—Articles Washed Ashore. 


St. Johns, N. P.. Jan 13.—1 A. M. The 


following comprise all the details re- 
garding the- wreck in St. Mary's Bay 
that could be obtained up to'lnidnight: 


The bhip is a two masted steamer of 


nearly 3,000 tons and probabJy carried 
a crew of CO, with pobsibly some pas- 
?engers. She went ashore before day- 
break on Thursday, striking a ledge at 
the foot of the cliff where escape was 
hopeless. The crew launched the boats 


but, 
probably, during the panic some 


were crushed against her sides, others 
liemg swamped, and all the occupants 
appaiently perishing. 


The ship was seen to be on fire by 


residents, s'x m'les away. 


Attinctcil to the scene they found 


the after half of the 
wreck blazing 


fiercely uml the fore pait under water. 
Kerosene in the cargo helped the blaze. 


At that time only three men were 


lelt un bo.ircl. Ti\o were on the bridge 
anil one was in the ringing. Those, on 
the bri<]c;e weie safe rntil about 2 P 
M.. w'.cn they were washed overboard 
and moivued, the budge being carried 
iiwpy. The survuor soon afterwards 
lelt the rigging, swam to the rocks 
irr.il twice endeavored to get a footing, 
failing in tills, he made his way back 
to tho rigging, where he died of ex- 
pomre during the night- 


Many dead bodies are visible tossing 


In the surf. Two of them were thrown 
up m a cove but cannot be reached ow- 
ing to the heavy sea. One is thought to 
be the body of a woman. Boats and 
other wreckage are strewn among the 
rocks for miles. Yesterday 
(Friday) 


was more stormy than the day before 
and it was impossible to reach 
the 


wreck, which has gone to pieces to 
pieces to such an extent that it has 
sunk beneath the waves. A severe gale 
is raging tonight, which is likely fo 
reduce her to fragments. 


The Wee*: commissioner Isltoping to 


obtain her name (Saturday). 


Residents along the shore made every 


possible effort to rescue the survivor 
in the rigging but lacking propper out- 
fits they were unable to succeed. 


There is not the slightest prospect 


that any soul on board escaped death, 
as the intense mid-winter cold would 
kill any who escaped drowning.' A 
messenger who has it bt arrived from 
Peters' river reports that a trunk filled 
with woman's clothing, washed ashore 
there as well as a garment which is 
cither a waterproof cape, such as would 
be 'used by a woman, or a man's over- 
coat.

lowing message to the Scandinavians 
m the United States:

"I am glad to hear that the Swedes

GREAT 
DISSATISFACTION. 


Germany Does Not like Great Brit-

Berlin, Jan. 12. There is still great 


dissatisfaction in Germany at Great 
Britain's long delay in releasing the 
Bundesrath and in sending a formal 
answer to Germany's protest. A high 
official at the foreign office voiced the 
foregoing sentiment when questioned 
on the subject adding: 


"Apparently the London government 


has tried to eipcdlto matters but the 
Durban authorities are unduly slow, 
secerning to be determined to open the 
last box of the Bundesrath's cargo in 
order to avoid an admission of error.".

LADY LIVINGSTONE DEAD. 


She Lived tho Life of a Recluse in 


Paris and Was Found Uncon- 


scious in Her Room. 


Paris, Jan. 12. An eccentric Ameri- 


can woman, named Maria -L. Living- 
stone, 80 years of age, known at the 
United States legation and consulate 
for the last 20 years under the name of 
Lady Livingstone, has died here under 
extraordinary circumstances. 
She al- 


ways dressed fantastically and lived 
tne live of a recluse. She had two 
rooms at Neuilly, her only companion 
being a parrot and she always pleaded 
sne was in reduced circumstances. Not 
being seen Friday her rooms 
were 


broken into on Monday when Lady Liv- 
ingstone was found lying in the middle 
of the floor unconscious, and was taken 
to a hospital where sne died without 
regaining the power of conversation. 
No will designating her heirs has been 
discovered. The stuff ot 1100 francs 
was found in the room and the consu- 
late ofllcers also have In their posses- 
sion a deposit book showing' a large 
sum to the dead woman's credit. There 
was no evidence of foul play.

son. who was in the charge of two de- 
tjccUves to the court house where he 
wks arraigned and held for tne grand 
iury on the charge of murder In the 
Irst degree. 


Morrison, on the night of Dec. 28 


Shot his wife Alida and she died the 
fallowing day. He appeared to be 
gnpf stricken over the affair and told 
a pitiful tale of how the shooting was 
the result of fright CTtSs'oned by a 
dream of bmglars. The woman herself, 
fnowing that death was certain, said 
tpiat the shooting was accidental and 
attributed it to the same cause 
as 


ifiorrison did. The coroner's jury ex- 
onerated him. 
i Some days later Morrison's first wife, 
whom he marned many years ago un- 
der the name of Gorden, gave out the 
information that the man was a biga- 
mist and had practically abandoned her 
and from that on facts tending to put 
Morrison in a bad light have been de- 
veloped. The police have been

stantly watching Morrison ever since 
and It was rumored that Morrison was 
cting like a crazy man. When he was 
tjlaced under arrest today however, he

THE SHIPPING BILL. 


. Washington, Jan. 12. The Senate 
committee on commerce today began 
hearings on Senator Fi ye's bill to pro- 
mote the commerce and increase the 
foreign trade of the United States and 
to pnnide auxiliary cruisers, trans- 
ports and seamen for government use 
when necessary—the measure popular- 
ly known as the subsidy bill. 


Former Senator Edmunds made an 


explanation of the bill, saying that 
one of the oblects of the measure was 
to place vessels of American register 
ijpon equal footing with foieign built 
vesselst n the trade with Cuba. Porto 
Rico, Hawaii and the Phillipptnes. 


Another object was to provide for 


fast vessels of large capacity not only 
that thev should be able to carry great 
cargoes to ports of destination quickly 
but that they should be vessels like 
the New York, Paris, etc., capable of 
being changed qui< kly into defenders. 


A long discussion was precipitated 


on an inquiry of Senator Martin as to 
why it was provided by the bill that 
80 por cent of a ship applying for 
registry and the subsidy should be 
owned by Americans 
Mr. Edmunds 


regarded the provision as necessary to 
ensure practical American ownership 
and control. 


In this connection Senator Frye said 


It was the principle of the bill to bring 
under the United States flag. American 
owned ships, mand by Americans, 
which had been compelled by financial 
considerations to sail under a foreign 
flag. Two vessels under the American 
flag would bea bio successfully compote 
with foreign ships only because oft he 
subsidy provided for in the pending 
bill. 


Mr. Louis Nixon, a ship builder 


of Blizabethport, N. J., said that 
American ship owners had amonopiy 
of the coastwise trade, but the pend- 
ing bill had little to do with that. It 
was the trade on the ocean with for- 
eign ports which it was proposed to 
get.

The 
members of the Senate will bo seated 
on the ttage, as will also the justices of 
the supreme court, membeis ot tlie 
press and representatives of ttie press 
associations. Boxes have been reserved 
for th President of th Unilefi States, 
the secretary of state and the other 
cabinet members, the president pro tern. 
of the Senate, the admiral of the navy 
and the major-general commanding the 
army, and also for the donor of the 
statue, Mr. Stilson Hutcmns, and his 
family, and for Mme. Bonapaite, who 
will unveil the statue. 


Senator Chandler, chairman of the 


Joint committee on acceptance, will read 
a letter from Stilson Hutcliins, pre- 
senting the statue to the United States. 
After this will come the foimal accep- 
tance on behalf of the United States 
by either President McKlnley or Sec- 
retary Hay. The oration will be deliv- 
ered by Senator Lodgo. 


At the conclusion of the exercises at 


the Opera House, carriages will convey 
the Invited guests to the site of the 
statue, at Massachusetts avenue and 
Sixteenth street. 


Tho bronze image of Webster will 


have been veiled with great American 
ensigns.

by the banks represent in value only

the smaller denominations, $1, ?2 and

Is turned into the

demption at Washington, where it is

Railway Building in 1899. • 


The work of the transportation com- 


panies Is always a good index to tbe 
business conditions of the country, and 
their returns for 1899 show the great 
prosperity of the United States in the 
most convincing figures, says the Ken- 
nebec Journal 
The railway building 


for 1899 as well as the work of existing 
lines in carrying passengers 
and 


freight, shows a most significant in- 
crease over the preceding, years. The 
Railway Age has made a very complete 
canvass of the country, Including every 
State In the Union, and while the re- 
turns are not yet all in, the reports 
show that more miles ot new railroad 
have been built during 1899 than In any 
previous year since 1890, when 5670 
miles of line were completed. 
Since 


January 1899, no less than 4500 miles ot 
track have been laid in the United 
•States on 312 lines in 44 States and ter- 
ritories. 


Early last spring, when It was ap- 


parent that a very pronounced revival 


railway building had set in, it seem- 
certain thalt before the close of the 


yeaV 6000 mllis or more of new road 
would be completed. Many important 
extensions had already been undertak- 
en oJUEBre^being planned by large sys- 
tems in the West and South, and for 
the first time In a number of years rail- 
way contractors found their 
services 


in great demand Work was, so abun- 
dant and contractors were so unpre- 
pared for such a rush that the price of 
grading began rapidly to advance. 
This was followed by'an almost un- 
paralleled demand for labor, and wages 
soon Increased to the point where it be- 
came necessary for contractors to 
figure very carefully before obligating 
themselves to complete a piece of work 
In a given time. Before the summer

Walked Around for Eleven Weeks Be 


fore He Discovered Its Presence 
How would you like to carry a steel 


chisel in vour head for eleven weeks 
and uot know it was there' Such was 
the recent remarkable exoerience of 
Charles C 
Baker, a machinist, of 


Vt aynesboro Pa 1 w enty seven physi 
sidans attended the unusual operation 
when the chisel was removed at 
a 


Baltimore hospital 
Bailer has re 


covered and returned to his work He 
operated a steam machine which con- 
tained two chisels and revolved 1 2000 
tlmea a minute at the shops of the 
Greaser Manufacturing company, m 
Wajnesboro 


One day early in September he was 


found unconscious beside his machine 
He was bleeding fieely from cuts on the 
nose chin, and knee 
An investiga- 


tion revealed the fact that both chisels 
had been flung out of the machine One 
th sel was found on the floor, but the 
otber could not be found 
Baker re- 


mained unconscious for three days 


The chisels were five and a half 


mthes long, one Inch wide and one- 
quarter of an inch thick 


Baker never thought for a monent 


that the missing chisel was in his head 
Ho was not confined to his bed. but 
went about the streets as usual Tho 
cuts on the face had opened small ar- 
teries 
They healed slowly by home 


treatment and Baker placed himself 
in care of St Joseph s hospital, in Bal 
timore 
After two weeks at the hos- 


pital the wounds healed The presence 
of the chisel was still unsuspected 


After he had the chisel in his skull 


for eleven weeks Baker conplamed of 
stiffness of the mustles of his face and 
partial paralysis of the facial nerves 
Then it was thought that some foreign 
substance had got into the wounds, and 
it was deceided to use the X rays 


He was taken to the state normal 


school at Baltimore and Professor C 
A Hamrnel made a photograph show 
Ing the location of the chisel It reach 
od from the bridge of the nose nearly 
to the spine It had entered sharp end 
foremost at the bridge of the nose 
making a wound as clean as If It were 
an arrow 
The chisel cut through the face bone 
narrowly missed cutting the base of 
the tongue and the jugular vein and 
stopped short of the spinal cord, and 
at the base of the brain An operation 
was deceided upon and was performed 
by Professor 
Louis McLane 
Tiffany 


and Dr Carey B Gamble, assisted by 
the hospital staff 
It was necessary to 


open Bakers face from the eyebrows 
down the nose to the upper lip 
The 


flesh was laid to one side and forceps 
were used in drawing the chisel 
Professor Tiffany has been beseiged 


by verbal inquiries and telegrams from 
medical publications, seeking Informa- 
tion on the subject He says he would 
not take $100 for the chisel Cardinal 
James Gibbons and Archbishop John 
J Keane have called to see Baker 


Baker was a robust man. but lost 


much flesh because he could not swal- 
low food 
He gives the following as 


his experiences — 


At first I did not feel any unusual 
sensations except that I was weak 
from the loss of blood and my head 
was very sore For three weeks I was 
attended at home 
until the wounds 


nearly healed rand then I had a pecu- 
liar sensation in the head The muscles 
of my neck became so stiff that I could 
scarcely nod my head 
Then followed 


difficulty in swallowing and my throal 
seeired to be closing uj> 
My voice 


sounded ae if I had a cold in the uead 
I finally decided to place myself in a 
Baltimore hospital 


"By this time my head began to fee: 
heavy One day after I had arrived at 
the hospital, a doctor placed a finger 
in my throat and felt a bard substance 
Then.another passed an Instrument up 
my nose and stntck something that did 
not belong there 
Then they photo- 


graphed me with the X-rays and solved 


mystery 
When I was operated on 


:wenty seven physicians were present, 
and on another occasion 
twenty-five 


looked at me I can now eat and talk 
and am almost well '

TO MAKE CREAM SOUPS. 


The making 'of cream soups is ex- 


tremely simplel They are merely an- 
other form of'the well-known white 
sauce. Half stock and half milk, milk 
and water, or [all milk may be used. 
To a quart of iiquid add one cupful of 
cooked, mashed and strained vegeta- 
bles, thicken with 
two level table- 


spoonfuls of butter and flour cooked 
together and stirred into the hot soup. 
Season, strain and serve; where onion 
is used for seasoning a slice or two is 
heated with the milk. A potato soup 
is seasoned with onion and is im- 
proved by the addition of a table- 
spoonful of chopped parsley just before 
serving. A, Svyiss potato soup is made 
•with both potato and turnips in it 


All of these soups may be made rich- 


er by the addition of a raw egg which 
is beaten in the tureen and the soup 
poured over it slowly, stirring con- 
stantly, or it may have a half cupful 
or so of whipped cream added at serv- 
ing time: but neither of these are ab- 
solutely necessary to make it both nour- 
ishing and palatable.

is one of the most delicate of these 
soups, but is 'too often spoiled by the 
curdling of the milk or by the flavor of 
the soda, when that is used to counter- 
act the acidity of the tomato If a soup 
of this kind is,carefully made one need 
not use the soda and the flavor is much 
finer without it.

At the end 
of November 2,205,000 people were in 
receipt of the famine relief, and the 
latest detailed figures (November 18) 
show that of the then totals about 
three-quarters were employed and paid 
on relief works, while nearly one- 
quarter were relieved gratuitously at 
their homes or otherwise. Of the total 
numbers receiving relief on November 
39.1,578,000 were in British districts 
and 627,000 la native seas. The rulers 
of native states have been helped by 
meansT of loans and in other way to 
give relief wherever It is needed, and 
also to organize relief operations on 
the moat effective system.
